the word "Tchure". This was discussed in Deddington some 60 Earth Years ago. Y our readers may like 
to see what I said then.) 
"There can be but little doubt that this word tchure found in Banbury and Deddington, is the word 
which appears in Newcastle in more than one street name. Both alike go back to O.Eng. cierr, meaning 
turn. The Northern chares generally have a bit of a bend in them, but I suspect that the idea of a bend 
was soon lost sight of, and the term came to be used of a narrow lane generally". Signed, Allen 
Mawer, 19.10.1938" (Sir Allen Mawer, Provost of University College London, 1930 until his death in 
1942, was inter alia a specialist in the origins of English place names. Corr. Ed.)

GARDENING NOTES 


Well, that's it. | was hoping for what is touchingly known as the ‘Indian 
Summer’ but it only boiled down to one day, not enough to produce results. ‘ 
So we are packing up the container stuff and hoping for better luck next year. The 
Nurseries will be tempting us with the winter flowering pansies. They should really be 

called ‘winter surviving pansies’ since they don't make much effort until Spring gets 

under way, but they look hopeful in the larger tubs. | underplant them with bright red 

tulips for a good show. We are renewing the perennial beds, dividing huge clumps of 

Osteospermum and the purple Geraniums, and getting rid of unwanted plants. How, for 
instance, did a large Lavatera get itself into a smallish bed? The new bed where the 

Bamboo died looks splendid. The little Garrya tree is producing catkins already and the 

climbing Hydrangea is doing what it should: climbing. The bark chips look tidy, though 

the birds like flinging it around on the paths. | imagine it will have to be topped up with 

two bags once a year. MARIANNE ELSLEY 

I pray you, fall to: if you can mock a leek you can eat a leek. Shakespeare (Henry V) 

Leeks are a vegetable which, in my opinion, are so co-operative. Just dig over the soil, add any 
necessary nutrients, make a row of holes, (1 use a rounded off spade handle) about 6" deep and 6" 
apart, drop in the leek plant, and fill the holes with water. The experts advise when the plant is as thick 
as a pencil, but mine are usually slightly thicker than a blade of grass, and this is where the co-operation 
begins. Apart from hoeing the ground between the rows occasionally (the experts recommend earthing 
up) and a drop of water if the weather is dry, the leeks very gradually grow. A drawback is the ground 
will be occupied by the leeks for some time, but well worth it. Braise with carrots and celery in beef 
stock; cut into rings and stir-fry; make leek dumplings, or leek flan. Happy eating! THELMA DOVER

We have ploughed the fields and almost finished the scattering. At “ger Stine ate rea q 

the time of writing we have some 40 acres of wheat left to drill and ."!isdo/kwtals AEG 


40 acres of beans to plough in at the start of November. The recent wet mild weather 
had made life difficult for us but has been a rea! bonanza for the grey field slugs. They 
are everywhere just waiting for the grain to start sprouting. We have mixed slug pellets 
with the seed and may have to put some more on as the wheat comes through. 

The rams were put out with the ewes on 7 October and have now settled down and 
seem to be enjoying life. We should see the first lambs at the end of February. The 
returns from the sheep enterprise are very low at the moment and look like staying so 
for some time. A radical rethink wil have to be undertaken which may result in the ewe 
flock being sold or reduced in size just to graze the wet meadow land that cannot be put 
under arable crops. After all, no matter what happens to farming the landlord still wants 
his rent. Farming has always been a high risk way of life with many natural and an 
increasing number of man-made hazards. It is a bit like fishing: you put your bait in the 
water but you never really know just what you will catch, and then you are expected to 
put it back. Perhaps things will be better next year - | may catch a trout and | won't 
put that back. 

The bees are now ready for the winter with plenty of food stocks that should see them 
through to March when | will feed them again. It has been a poor year for honey 
production, due to the bad summer and the Varroa mite which has destroyed a very 
large number of colonies. It has now started to attack the Bumble bee population and 
may wipe them out as well. This will have a detrimental effect on any crops that need 
pollinating. We shall have to find a resistant strain of honey bee or find a better way of 
controlling the mite. 

Reading through October's Deddington News, there seems to be a problem with manure. 
The PC says that poultry manure spread on farm land should be ploughed in within 24 
hours and yet the Gardening Notes tel! us that it makes a good mulch and should be left 
on the surface! The horse riders of the parish are also having trouble with manure. This 
too is very good for the garden, so perhaps the gardeners and the horse riders could get 
together and solve the problem.
